Already there comes 
from his office a splendidly printed booklet 
telling all about the Boys and Girls Baby 
Beef Show that will be staged at Spring- 
field in 1927. It is a handsome little twelve 
page booklet giving the prize list, rules and 
regulations, etc., etc. It also contains a feed 
record, a business account and a place to 
record the story of “How I cared for my 
Baby Beef” together with a detachable en- 
try blank. On the ouside back page is a 
list of the Champions since 1920. 1920 was 
a straight Hereford affair, placings or ra- 
tings being grand champion, reserve cham- 
pion, highly commended and commended, 
four in all. In 1921 the reserve was an Ab- 
erdeen-Angus shown by Willson Reynolds; 
1922 Neils Neustrand showed an Aberdeen- 
Angus for the same position. In 1923 it was 
a straight whiteface affair again but in 
1924 May Buckler placed her Aberdeen-An- 
gus calf as champion and Willson Reynolds 
won third position with his Aberdeen-Angus 
calf. In 1925 Stanley Buckler, a brother to 
Miss May, won the grand honors with a 
Doddie and Leland Livermore won the 
fourth place with another Aberdeen-Angus. 
In 1926 May Buckler brought back a cross 
bred Shorthorn-Aberdeen-Angus calf for 


the high place and Sally Bradley placed her 
fine Aberdeen-Angus calf fourth. That is a 
pretty good showing in so solid a White- 
face country as the New England States. 

We must apologize for getting away from 
the text, which was to praise Manager Nash 
for his untiring efforts to make his show 
the biggest thing on the continent. Those 
interested might have a copy of this book- 
let by addressing Mr. Nash and telling him 
where they got the information.

Central Freight Association 
Adopts New Schedule. 


The Central Freight Association territory 
and Trunk Line Association territory com- 
posed of those states east of Illinois, (also 
Illinois south of the Illinois river) and north 
of the Ohio river up to and including New 
York state, but not including the New Eng- 
land states has approved the reduced freight 
rate schedule on pure bred live stock, less 
than carloads, according to information 
reaching this office directly from Director 
of Transportation Sandberg of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, Chicago. Ef- 
fective January 15, 1927, in Supplement No. 
21, this new registered live stock rate will 
apply: One-half of regular tariff rates at 
minimum weights as provided for in Offic- 
ial Classification, subject to a minimum 
charge of $7.00 per shipment.

Mr. John Philip. 

It is with regret that readers of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Journal will learn of the sad 
and sudden taking away of Mr. John Philip, 
of Dandaleith, Craigellachie, well known 
Speyside farmer and noted breeder of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle and Clydesdale horses, 
who was held in universal esteem in agri- 
cultural circles. While crossing the railway 
almost within sight of his own house and 
just beyond his own farm gates his motor 
car was struck by the train bound from Ab- 
erdeen to Elgin, at a few minutes before one 
o’clock in the afternoon of November 15th. 
At first it was thought that he had escaped 
serious injury and great hope was expressed 
for his early recovery but the accident re- 
sulted seriously and he passed to the great 
beyond on the following day. 

John Philip had many warm friends in 
America, having served as judge in the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus classes at the 1920 Interna- 
tional show at Chicago. The Banffshire 
Journal devotes what would make two pages 
in the Journal to eulogy of this outstanding 
character, from which the following extract 
is taken: The many friends and acquain- 


tances in America will join with those of 
the homeland in expressing their deep sym- 
pathy to Mrs. Philip and the son and daugh- 
ter who survive him. 


“Bright was that sixteenth of November. 
But its sunshine seemed to be blotted out 
when the sad news reached us that John 
Philip had crossed the great bourne—John 
Philip the young, the strong, he whose 
cheery salutation and hearty laughter ring 
yet in our ears. Here it is not that there 
may be given the details of that sad acci- 
dent which, by so short an interval, preced- 
ed his departure from that happy life which 
he lived to the full, and which has left all 
who knew him stunned anew by the uncer- 
tainty of life: unable to comprehend all that 
was bound up in the tragedy of the death 
of such a man, so active, so helpful, so full 
of the very milk of human kindness. Nor in 
these notes need his successes as a breeder 
of pedigree stock be recounted—thoughts 
are too full for that. 

He made first Lofthillock and then Dan- 
daleith names of much more than local 
fame; names of import in the walk of life 
he honoured by traversing. He had stood 
in the beautiful Park of Palermo on the out-

able berth at the International. It is not 
at all likely that Judge Sinclair had even a 
thought of the International or that he was 
selecting as his top bull the very animal 
that was later to achieve top honors in the 
States, nevertheless such was the case.

Cutler’s bull, Billy of Woodcote, by Elcho of 
Harviestoun stood second. 

Benedict of Woodcote 2d by Elcho of Har- 
viestoun headed his class and was made re- 
serve to the senior champion.

WHERE IS THE FELLOW WHO SAID 
THE MARKET FOR FANCY BEEF IS LIMITED? 


The Better Beef campaign has brought forward much comment 
and strong debate pro and con. While a few of the faithful have 
ventured out to create a demand for better beef other scores have 
endeavored to convince the few and those friends who might be in 
their support that the market is so limited as to make it impractic- 
able to promote such a cause. The sale of fat bullocks at the 1926 
International should forever dispel that fear from the minds of 
those who declared that it could not be done. 
Pennsylvania railroad which has the reputation of feeding nearly 
400,000 people every month made its first purchase of Prime or 
Blue Ribbon beef as the term may be applied. Their first order 
was for seven carloads, including the champions, a total of 10 
head. They took Johnny Hubly’s grand champion carlot of Aber- 
deen-Angus at $55.00 per hundredweight. It is understood that the 
Pennsylvania has adopted the Blue Ribbon standard for its dining 
car service and that of course means the company will be a re 
patron from now on. The Chicago & Northwestern Railway has 
been for years a heavy buyer in the single steer lots, taking a goo- 
ly share of the top Aberdeen-Angus calves offered. This year was 
no exception. They took at least ten of the top specimens, includ- 
ing Wendell Morgan’s 1150 pound calf at $35.00 per hundred. 
Pennsylvania took Ellis Mayden’s 1135 pound calf at $29.00 pet 
hundred. The Great Western dipped in for a few. also. Once their 
folks get a nip at Blue Ribbon steaks from a real Aberdeen-Angus 
baby beef there will be another regular patron for this class pr 
of the farm.

cap. This same bull is the paternal grand- 
sire of old Earl Marshall who has produced 
a grand champion cow in addition to the five 
bulls mentioned. 


For a brief moment let us see what else 
might be of interest in this tabulation: Pro- 
tine was shown two seasons by Mr. Mc- 
Henry and won six firsts in 1910 and four 
the following season; in 1909 Quality Mar- 
shall was shown by Escher & Ryan at Mis- 
souri, Iowa, South Dakota and the Sioux 
City Interstate fairs where he placed first 
in class always. In the next generation 
Pride McHenry 42d won many honors at II- 
linois, Indiana, Kentucky and Minnesota 
state fairs, while Eliminator of Ballindal- 
loch built for himself an enviable record. 
Vala’s Rosegay won his class at the St. 
Louis World’s Fair in 1904 and went to the 
American Royal and the International in 
1906 where he won both grand champion- 
ships. 10th Laird of Estill was shown ex- 
tensively throughout the United States win- 
ning many firsts and championship prizes. 

These animals were backed by still other 
winners and cattle of prepotency, among 
them Gay Lad the sire of the “Laird” who 
was many times champion at the — 
shows. Blackbird McHenry 138th ranke 
high in her state fair positions while Bobby 
Dobbs was one of the most consistent win- 
ners of top honors for Mr. McHenry all dur- 
ing the years 1901, 1902, and 1903, to us he 
was one of the most impressive sires of his 
day. Eblito was an old country bull that 
bore the highly commended banner at many 
a show. Black Knight was a champion in 
1883 and he was a top winner at the High- 
land that same year. Heather Lad 4th will 
be remembered as a consistent Champion- 
ship winner and the sire of others to per- 
form the same feat. Royal Laddie was 
shown at Iowa in 1902 where he won the 
aged class. 


Prince Ito gave his hearty support in the 
building of this tabulation too for he was 
the sire of Eblito. He was champion bull at 
both the Highland and the Royal in 1897 
and 1899 then he came to America and sired 
Prince Ito 2d who was the 1905 Internation- 
al Grand Champion bull, either one or the 
other of these two bulls have figured con- 
spicuously in the winning tabulations since. 
Eltham too was a Highland champion in 
1893. Blackbird McHenry 2d won her class 
at the World’s Fair in 1892. 

The preponderance of evidence herein is 
to the effect that the sire has had the great- 
est influence in character building, in pre- 
potency, and in making Quality Marshall an 
International grand champion bull. Lucky 
was the day when Superintendent Sidney 
Smith went out west and dug this youngster 
out of the snow at the Escher & Ryan 
farms. He well knew what was back of 
“Quality” and could not be persuaded that 
cold winter day to carry away any other 
youngster. Quality Marshall has a right to 
bring fame and fortune to Wildwood Farms.

270.80. This is held to be a record 
price in this country for a club calf. 

The grand champion lamb of the 
show, raised by John Heideman, 
Jr., of Montevideo, weighed 105 
pounds and was bid in for $3 a 
pound. The grand champion hog, 
a Duroc Jersey, was exhibited by 
Henry Roningen of Pelican Rapids 
and sold to Armour & Co. for $1.25 
a pound, the highest price by 5 
cents a pound ever paid for a fat 
lard type hog at this show. The 
best bacon type hog was a York- 
shire raised by Wilfred Pike of 
Brownsdale. It was bid in by Hor- 
mel & Co. of Austin at $1.05 a 
pound. Another club boy, Raymond Luch- 
singer of Lake Elmo, Washington county, 
had the prize ton litter of spring pigs. He 
saved 14 of 15 Chester Whites in a single 
litter and brought them to a weight of 3,699 
pounds in 180 days. When he sold them to 
Swift & Co. at the Junior Live Stock Show 
for 18 cents a pound they weighed 4,203 
pounds and the boy was handed a check for 
$756.54.

We are on the threshold of a New Year. 
The Christmas season was the climax of 
1926, and we turn with eagerness and re- 
newed courage to 1927. We are wondering 
what it will bring to us; what new wonder 
science will reveal, what the government 
will do for us, what nature has in store for 
us. There are countless individual achieve- 
ments ahead of America in 1927, and what 
is yours and mine to be? I believe if every 
one would carefully take a retrospection of 
their lives the past year, just as a success- 
ful merchant or farmer makes an invoice of 
his stock at the beginning of the year, the 
short comings would be lessened and the 
good strengthened in each individual case. 

Let us check up on our mistakes as moth- 
ers, a wise mother never makes the same 
mistake twice, and there is opportunity for 
improvement as parents according to late 
statistics. These figures are appalling but 
nevertheless true. Of the 1217 prisoners 
received at Sing Sing by direct commitment 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1925 
—the majority were in their twenties. The 
greatest number were 22, 28, 24 years of 
age; 75 of them were only 20; 58 were 19. 
and one boy was 16. Almost three-fourths 
were native born. 

These young men were not illiterate: 19 
had gone to college; 105 had had a high 
school training; 124 had graduated from 
grammar school, and nearly 700 others had 
gone part way through grammar school. 
Only 30 had had no schooling. 

These figures do not apply alone to Sing 
Sing but there comes the same note of 
warning from authorities in charge of simi- 
lar institutes throughout the country. We 
must realize, that the children of today, 
your children, my children, and the neigh- 
bor children are the men and women of to- 
morrow, and that the law-breaker of today 
is the neglected child of yesterday and as 
the farmer who carefully cares for his stock 
but neglects his calves and colts, finds in a 
few years, no good live stock just so with 
our young people, if they are neglected and 
good principles not taught in their youth, 
our country will be without good citizens. 

The world today is in such a state of un- 
rest, no doubt the result of the World war.

The old world is responsible for the radical- 
ism with regard to law, but we are respon- 
sible for the neglected children who disre- 
gard the law, whether they are ours or our 
neighbors, for no matter how carefully we 
teach our own and try to instill the principles 
of right living in their minds and hearts 
when they arrive at the age to assume re- 
sponsibilities, the boy who is neglected ar- 
rives at the voting age also and the develop- 
ment for good in the state is hindered, so as 
Theodore Roosevelt once said “Unless this 
country is made a good place for all of us 
to live in, it will not be a good place for any 
of us to live in.” 

“There is nothing the matter with the 
youth of today,’ says Warden Lewis E. 
Lawes of Sing Sing prison to a representa- 
tive of Good Housekeeping. “The trouble is 
with the parents, most of these boys were 
never taught to obey. Never taught to live 
up to any sort of a moral or religious code. 
What can you expect with home conditions 
as they are?” and Colonel Earnest F. Coul- 
ter, who for ten years was clerk of chil- 
dren’s court of New York City said “I am 
not condemning the younger generation, I 
have no patience with that view. Our young 
people today are sound—or would be if giv- 
en the right training. I do not blame them 
for present misbehavior. I blame the par- 
ents who are letting the children get away 
from them—into all this sorrow and 
trouble.” “Considering the lack of atten- 
tion, love, sympathy and understanding be- 
stowed on our ’teen age boys and girls,” he 
continued, “I am surprised they are as good 
as they are.” When such statements as 
these confront us, it is time to begin to 
think and act, so let our 1927 resolution be: 
Get interested and acquainted with the 
young people; try to understand them; 
know where they are and what they are do- 
ing; get them interested in some work and 
above all be a comrade to them. If there 
are no young people in your home become 
interested in the son or daughter of your 
neighbor; they will respond gladly and you 
will be richly compensated. 


The following is my favorite recipe for 
doughnuts. These cold days are just right 
for this sort of food and with plenty of lard 
on hand from the fall butchering they seem 
more economical than cake. I always double 
the recipe: 


3 cupfuls flour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

1 egg 1% teaspoon salt 

% teaspoon cinnamon % teaspoon vanilla 
Milk to make a soft dough. 


Cream butter and sugar, add well beaten 
egg and extract, sift flour, baking powder 
and salt together and add alternately with 
milk, it takes a little over a cupful of milk. 
The secret of success with doughnuts is hav- 
ing the dough as soft as possible to handle, 
and the fat in which they are fried the right 
temperature. To test this, drop a cube of 
bread in the fat and if it becomes a delicate 
brown in one minutes time the fat tests 
right for frying.

Cooking B \ / 
By INEZ S. WILLSON eet and eal Sundries

[Presented below is the third of a series of inter- 
esting and instructive articles dealing with beef and 
beef cookery which will appear in the American Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Journal as a regular feature. The ar- 
ticles have been made possible through special ar- 
rangement with the National Live Stock and Meat 
Board.—Editor’s Note.] 


So far as we know, muscle meat is not a 
very good source of vitamins, but the gland- 
ular organs, such as the sweetbreads, liver, 
and kidney are rich sources of these essen- 
tial food factors. Liver is being used in 
child feeding because of the high quality 
of its protein and because of its vitamin 
content. We should consider these meat 
sundries in our menu planning for the food 
value and also for the sake of variety. The 
recipes given here offer attractive ways of 
preparing beef and veal sundries. 

General Method for Preparing 
Sweetbreads. 

Wash sweetbreads well and soak for one 
hour in salt water. Add the juice of one- 
half lemon or one tablesponful of vinegar 
for each quart of water. Parboil the sweet- 
breads for twenty minutes. Drain and 
plunge into cold water, and leave until 
ready for use. This keeps the sweetbreads 
white. They are now ready for any method 
of preparation. 

Creamed Sweetbreads with Cheese. 

Blanch sweetbreads as described above. 
Fry one tablespoon of minced onion and one 
of minced green pepper in one tablespoon 
of butter. Add one tablespoon of flour, stir 
until smooth, then add milk or cream to 
make a fairly thick sauce. Add the sweet- 
breads, which have been cut in small pieces. 
Cook for five minutes. Just before serving, 
add one-half cup of grated cheese. Season 
with salt and pepper to taste. Serve on thin 
slices of bread, toasted and buttered. 

Stuffed Calf’s Liver. 
1 calf’s liver ¥% small onion, minced 
2 cups thin brown sauce 1 tablespoon parsley, 
14 pound chopped, cold minced 

ham Salt 
1% cup stale bread crumbs Pepper 

Make a dressing of the ham, bread 
crumbs, onion, and parsley. Season well 
and moisten with a little brown sauce. Pour 
boiling water on the liver; let stand five 
minutes. Make a deep cut the entire length 
of the liver, beginning at the thick end. Fill 
the cavity; skewer. Lard the liver with 
thin strips of fat salt pork. Put in a bak- 
ing pan. Pour over it the brown sauce and 
bake an hour and a quarter. Baste fre- 
quently. 

Kidney Stew. 


Beef kidneys 34 cup water 
Flour 2 tablespoons currant jelly 


1 tablespoon butter Salt 
1% tablespoon onion juice Pepper 

Remove all fat and white center from the 
kidneys. Soak them for an hour in salted 
water. Cut into half-inch slices. Dust with 
flour and cook in butter for about five min- 
utes. Add onion juice and water and sim- 
mer for about ten minutes. Add jelly, salt, 
and pepper, and serve. 

Roast Beef Heart. 

Put heart in cold water for half an hour; 
remove pipes, wipe dry, stuff with savory 
dressing. Tie securely, roast for about 
three hours; remove strings. Serve hot 
with sauce poured around. 

Dressing. Chop one ounce of suet fine, 
add two cups bread crumbs, and one chopped 
onion. Season with parsley, a little thyme, 
salt, pepper, and grated nutmeg. Mix well 
and add an egg to bind it.

General Method of Preparing Braj

Beef Brains in Corn Pattie Cases, 

Remove a slice from the top of corn muf- 
fins. Scoop out the center, leaving a thin 
wall of crisp corn bread. Prepare the brains 
as directed above, cutting into one-inch 
pieces. Prepare one cup of thick cream 
sauce, seasoned with salt, paprika, and lem- 
on juice. Mix and add the prepared brains. 
Bring to the boiling point. Fill the pattie 
cases with this. Sprinkle grated cheese oy- 
er the tops. Set in a hot oven for twelve 
minutes. Serve with French fried potatoes, 
and buttered green peas. 


Sour Tongue. 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

6 peppercorns 

1% tablespoons flour 
Juice 1 lemon 2 tablespoons sugar 
6 cloves 14 cup seeded raisins 

Soak the tongue in the vinegar for twen- 

ty-four hours. Drain, cover with water; 
add lemon juice, onions, cloves, cinnamon, 
salt, and pepper-corns.
